THERE'S  ALWAYS  something  special 
about  a  clash  between  Notts,  and 
Bournemouth,  two  clubs  promoted 
together  from  the  Fourth  Division  two 
seasons  ago  and  both  failing  to  repeat 
promotion  last  season  by  the  narrowest 
of  margins.  And  now  the  two  clubs 
are  neck  and  neck  again. 

It's  a  new-look  Bournemouth  we  see 
today.  Their  manager,  John  Bond,  lost 
little  time  digging  into  the  £200,000  he 
received  from  Manchester  United  for 
Ted  MacDougall.  Within  days  he  had 
re-invested  £140,000  of  it  in  three  new 
players  —  Brian  Clark  and  Ian  Gibson 
(from  Cardiff)  and  Alan  Groves 
(Shrewsbury). 

Clark  and  Gibson  both  made  highly 
impressive  debuts  last  Saturday,  Clark 
as  striker  —  and  obvious  successor  to 
MacDougall  —  and  Gibson  in  midfield. 
Clark  began  his  career  with  Bristol 
City,  twice  leading  their  scorers.  He 
moved  to  Huddersfield  in  1966  but, 
after  only  a  few  months,  was  trans¬ 
ferred  again  to  Cardiff.  For  the  past 
two  seasons  he  had  been  their  top 
marksman  and,  when  Bournemouth 
signed  him  for  £75,000,  he  had  170 
League  goals  to  his  credit. 

Gibson,  a  Scottish  Under-23  inter¬ 
national,  was  only  15  when  he  played 
in  Accrington's  League  team.  He  later 
served  Bradford  P.A.,  Middlesbrough 
and  Coventry  prior  to  signing  for  Cardiff 
in  1970.  Bournemouth  paid  £25,000  for 
him. 

£40,000  was  the  fee  involved  when 
Groves  was  signed  from  Shrewsbury. 
A  sharp-shooting  winger,  Alan  made 
his  League  debut  for  Southport  in 
1968/69.  Chester  signed  him  in  the 
1970  close-season  and  he  moved  on 
to  Shrewsbury  about  four  months  later. 

Local  Boy 

Before  this  rush  of  spending,  one  of 
Mr.  Bond's  bigger  fees,  £20,000,  went 
on  Nottingham-born  Phil  Boyer,  who 
was  expected  to  take  over  Mac- 
Dougall's  role  of  scorer-in-chief.  A 


taiiure  with  Derby  County,  Phil  mined 
York  for  £5,000  in  1968/69  and  soon 
began  hitting  home  the  goals.  Bourne¬ 
mouth  signed  him  in  1970  and  he  has 
since  hit  almost  30  goals  for  them 

Bournemouth  paid  a  £31,000  fee  to 
sign  Harry  Redknapp  from  West  Ham 
in  the  close-season.  Winner  of  six 
England  Youth  caps,  and  an  F.A  Youth 
Cup  winners'  medal  while  with  the 
Hammers,  Harry  made  his  First  Divi¬ 
sion  debut  in  1965/66.  John  Sainty 
didn  t  make  the  League  team  at  Totten¬ 
ham  but  quickly  stepped  into  Readinq's 
side  after  his  transfer  in  1967.  Bourne¬ 
mouth  signed  him  for  £5,000  three 
seasons  ago. 

A  £10,000  transfer  from  Halifax  last 
season  took  David  Chadwick  back  to 
Hampshire.  He  started  his  career  with 
rival  Hampshire  club  Southampton  but 
he  left  to  join  Middlesbrough  in  1966 
He  moved  to  Halifax  three  years  later 
Micky  Cave  was  signed  from  Torquay 
for  £15,000  in  1971.  He  was  first 
spotted  by  Torquay  while  playing  for 
Weymouth  in  the  Southern  League  and 
last  season  he  spent  several  weeks  on 
loan  to  Plymouth. 

Bournemouth  signed  Bobby  Howe 
from  West  Ham  last  season.  At  Upton 
Park  he  had  graduated  through  the 
junior  teams,  winning  an  F.A.  Youth 
Cup  winners  medal  on  the  way.  He 
made  his  First  Division  debut  against 
Southampton  in  1966  and  made  64 
League  appearances  for  West  Ham 
Keith  Miller  is  yet  another  former 
Hammer.  He  went  to  Dean  Court  on 
a  £10,000  transfer  in  May  1970. 

John  Benson  spent  his  early  days 
with  Manchester  City  and  enjoyed  First 
Division  football  with  them  Torquay 
signed  him  in  1964  and  he  was  for 
almost  seven  years  a  member  of  their 
defence.  He  signed  for  Bournemouth 
for  £12,000  two  seasons  ago. 


An  Ex-Stag 

Tommy  Mitchinson  is  another  ex- 
Torquay  player  on  Bournemouth  s 
books.  They  had  to  pay  £22,000  for 


him  last  season.  He  originally  played 
hirst  and  Second  Division  football  for 
Sunrler’md,  moving  to  Mansfield  in 
1965.  A  couple  of  years  later  he  moved 
on  to  Aston  Villa  and  then  went  west 
to  Torquay  in  1969. 

Goalkeeper  Fred  Davies  joined 
Bournemouth  in  1970  after  starring  in 
several  of  Cardiff  City's  European 
adventures.  Originally  he  was  a  striker, 
once  hitting  50  goals  in  a  season  in 
Services  football.  It  was  after  joining 
Welsh  club  Borough  United  that  he 
switched  to  goalkeeping.  He  joined 
Wolves  in  1957  and  remained  at  Moli- 
neux  for  ten  years  until  transferring  to 
Cardiff  Fred  is  a  former  Welsh  Under- 
23  international. 

A  former  Port  Vale  apprentice,  Mel 
Machin  rose  to  Vale's  League  team  in 
1962/63.  It  was  after  his  transfer  to 
Gillingham  in  1966  that  he  became  a 
regular  League  player  for  four  years 
until  Bournemouth  signed  him  two 
seasons  ago.  Jim  Gabriel  was  a  £20.000 
signing  from  Southampton  this  summer. 
He  started  with  Dundee,  but  moved  to 
Everton  in  1960.  At  Goodison  he  won 
Cup  and  League  Championship  medals. 
Southampton  signed  him  in  1967  and 
he  made  200  senior  appearances  for 
the  Saints.  Jim  was  selected  for 
Scotland  at  schoolboy,  Under-23  and 
full  levels. 

David  Jones,  a  local  discovery,  made 
his  League  debut  against  Newport 
County  two  seasons  ago  and  has 
remained  in  the  side  since.  Bristol- 
born  Tony  Powell  became  a  Bourne¬ 
mouth  professional  in  April  1969. 


Today's  Referee 

Jim  Whalley,  Southport,  Lancs,  took 
up  refereeing  in  1958  and  graduated 
through  the  West  Lancs.  League  and 
Lancashire  Combination  to  the  League 
line  in  1966  Went  on  the  League's 
Supplementary  Referees'  list  in  1971 
and  was  appointed  to  the  full  list  for 
this  season. 

Married  with  two  children,  he  runs  a 
sweets  and  tobacconists  shop  and 
plays  badminton.  He  was  a  linesman 
for  the  youth  international,  England  v. 
Northern  Ireland  and  ran  a  line  for  the 
Stoke  City  v.  West  Ham  United  League 
Cup  semi-final  last  season. 


Shocks  at  Swansea 
and  Bristol 

GRIMSBY  TOWN,  joint  leaders  of  the 
Third  Division,  slumped  to  an  amazing 
defeat  at  Swansea.  The  home  side  had 
failed  to  win  any  of  its  previous  five 
games,  whilst  Grimsby  had  taken  full 
points  from  five  games.  But  the 
Swans  really  turned  it  on  to  win  6-2 
with  Geoff  Thomas  netting  the  first  hat- 
trick  of  his  League  career. 

The  Third  Division  was  full  of  shocks 
last  weekend,  though  !  Who  could 
have  imagined  bottom  club  York  City 
winning  2-1  at  Bristol  Rovers?  Paul 
Aimson  was  York's  hero  as  he  netted 
four  minutes  from  time  to  give  his  side 
its  first  victory  of  the  season. 

Charlton  chalked  up  their  seventh 
successive  home  win  with  a  3-0  victory 
over  Plymouth  Argyle  who  are  going 
through  a  very  rough  patch.  This  was 
their  fifth  defeat  in  a  row  and  left  them 
in  23rd  place.
